The five ar- 
ticles in greatest demand among these 
savages are salt, matches, beads, red 
or blue cloth and brass wire; but 
looking-glasses, small bells, sea, shells 
and white horsehair are also greatly 
prized by them.- For these things they 
will-,exchange -chickens, eggs, camotes 
fa sort of native sweet potato) and 
rice, their principal products. 


The Tingians are a very uncouth 


tribe, of savages. Their headwbmen 
have their arms almost1 completely 
covered with strings of beads, wound 
so as to form beautiful and striking 
designs. A long, heavy string of beads 
is .also twisted around the.hair and 
hangs down the baclc like a braid. The 
skirt of these headwomen .Is white, 
'with a blue border, and, the' waist is 
of light yellow. They smoke pipes of 
solid silver, ornamented-with bangles 
in the bowls of which pieces of cigar 
are inserted. . 


The typical young TIngian chieftain 


wears a stiff collar of beads and gayly 
colored calico skirt, over which Is a 
sort of Ecarf trimmed with many sil- 
ver coins. The members of this tribe 
are very fond of silver. They make a 
large number of finger rings from sil- 
ver coins, and each man usually has 
from five to ten of these rings about 
his person, but not necessarily os his 
fingers. 


The Tingians .are fond of a peculiar 


dance. 
The music is produced by 


beating with the palms of the hands 
on "gansas," or tom-toms. The dan- 
cers, a Ban and a woman, with arms 
outstretched, circle about each other 
in a spiral, the man pursuing the wo- 
man with a 
quick, jerky step. As 


they approach the center of the spiral 


suddenly swoops upon her, when she 


always eludes him by suddenly dari- 
ng out of his reach.

AS MINCEMEAT SHOULD BE 


Mrs. Taft Furnishes Recipe for This 


Most Popular Filling for 


the Pie. 


Three pounds of 
lean 
beef, 
one 


pound of suet, two pounds of seeded 
raisins, two pounds of citron, two 
pounds of currants, two teaspoonfuls 
of cinnamon,, two. quarts of cider, otie 
pound of brown sugar, one tablespoon- 
ful of salt. Chop the beef until very 
tender. When cold chop very fine. 
Chop the suet as fine as possible, re- 
moving all the stringy parts. Place 
the beef and suet in. an old-fashioned 
crock. Add the chopped 
fruit 
and 


spice. The cider containing thD sugar 
should have been boiled down '.o one- 
half its original quantity. AVbcn cool 
mix the liquors. Pour this bvjr the 
mixture. 
Place In a stone 'jar and 


keep tightly covered in a cold place. 
When ready to nake the pies peel and 
chop two- sour apples and stir them 
Into the mincemeat. Heat the mince- 
meat in the oven1 before the pie is 
made.—From the Housekeeper. 


Recipe for Making Starch. 


One tablespoonful of starch, 
Buffi- 


jie'nt cold water to make it like cream, 
half a teagpoonful of borax, and 
a 


piece of candle or wax. 
Pour on boil- 


ing water, stirring all tho time, until 
the starch is cooked and looks semi- 
transparent. Prints, laces, muslins are 
generally done in boiled starch. After 
they are starched they must be dried. 
Articles done in cold starch must be 
dried before starching, but not after. 
Articles done in boiled starch need 
not be dried before, but mast be dried \ 
after starching. 
Hanging 
laces or 


muslins in the open air after starching 
Is liable to make them limp-unless it 
is a good drying day. ,

The drydock has .been 
planned on a large scale. It is 720 
feet long, 110 feet wide and fifty-five 
teet deep, large enough in every way 
for any battleship. "'
